The victims develop a crazy 
courage and run amuck., For the 
last few years we have been réad- 
ing of cases of wholesale mur- 
der, when a man previgusly quiet 
enough, suddenly turbed on his 
family or friends and killed a 
number of persons in the most 
brutal way. Often he kills him- 
self after he has disposed of all 
those ‘with whom he came in 
contact.

N EUREKA, California, a man 
under this influence cut Off 
the head of his best friend, and 
after the effects of the drug wore 
off, was -horrified at his deed. In 
- Florida, a young boy who was 
smoking the cigarettes was seized 
with the idea that a number of 
people were trying to cut off his 
arms and legs. He got an ax and 
killed his father, mother, two 
brothers and a sister, wiping out 
the entire family except himself. 
It is a rapidly growing evil. 
Sometime ago a farmer, thinking 
the government might have medi- 
cal use for the drug, wrote to one 
of the government departments 
Stating that he could furnish 
200.000..pounds of the weeds, 
There is no law against its pro- 
duétion and sale. ; 

‘All of these habits are almost 
impossible to overcome except in 
an institution for that purpose. 
There are gseveral very definite 
lines:of treatment for these con- 
ditions that are largely suctessful 
if the-patight is in a place where 
all his a¢tions can be cantrolled. 
There have been ho such free in- 
stitutions ita the past. 

Many private hospitals care for 
these cases:and usually do good 
work; but the victim of a habit

Walker was a mem- 
ber of the citizen’s committee 
which helped to elect Roosevelt 
Governor of New York in 1928. 

When the 1932: Presidential 
campaign got going it. found Mr. 
Walker making speeches and per- 
sonal canvagses.in the western 
sector, and his werk in this field 
is said to have brought the east- 
ern elements of his party closer 
together than ever before. 

Mr. Walker. despite his western 
experience, was born in Ply- 
mouth, Pa., and was educated at 
Gonzaga College in the state of 
Washingtor and at Notre Dame. 
He floated into politics during the 
time he was attorney for the
